City to upgrade streets 
through federal funding

A 
property tax relief bill headed onto the 
floor of the Ohio House today with 
approval expected, but with a flurry of 
political side issues vying for more at­ 
tention. 
GOP Gov. Jam es A 
Rhodes late 
Monday fanned the flames of a growing 
controversy that stems from his bid to 
draw new Senate and House districts, 
apparently to try to topple the current 
Democratic leadership 
Otherwise, 
a 
floor 
debate 
was 
scheduled in the Senate during an 
unusual morning session of that body 
on two controversial appointments by 
Rhodes to the State Racing Com­ 
mission. 
The Senate Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee recommended last week against 
the 
confirmation 
of 
Commission 
Chairman 
Joseph 
J. 
LoPresti 
of 
Cleveland Rhodes’ appointment of Mel 
J Witt, also of Cleveland, was up for a 
committee roll call prior to the floor 


session. A 2-2 roll call Monday night 
was left open until today because of the 
absence of five committee members. 
LoPresti, a former judge, and Witt, a 
union official, were questioned at their 
separate confirmation hearings about 
thousands of free race track passes 
distributed annually by the commission 
and staff. 
They said, in response to specific 
questions, that many of the requests for 
passes came from state lawmakers, 
although Witt said he “took care of my 
friends and associates,” the same as 
other commissioners had done in the 
past. 
Their fate hinged on a floor vote in 
the 33-member Senate. 
Rep. John E. Johnson, D-68 Orrville, 
and other sponsors predicted House 
approval of his measure that would 
give Ohio's homeowners credits on 
their tax bills when inflationary in­ 
creases 
in 
property 
values 
have 
boosted their tax liabilities 


The bill offers no relief this year for 
taxpayers now paying or being billed 
for 1975 property taxes but holds the 
promise of about $70 million worth of 
tax relief statewide next year, Johnson 
said Ohioans currently shell out about 
$1 billion a year in property taxes.

Jam es A. Rhodes convenes 
the panel in a precarious legal bid to 
draw new districts for the legislature. 


Veteran Sen Anthony O. Calabrese, 
D-22 Cleveland, said Monday night, “Of 
course, I’m going He (Rhodes) is the 
governor of this state.” 
Calabrese added, however, amid 
speculation Rhodes could have his plan

Some Democrats, including Senate

Rhodes, in his formal call for a 
meeting, asserted Monday night he is 
bound by the law to reconvene the 
board if it is found that existing 
districts are invalid.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen, hurt in two early candidate 
tests, is scaling down his national 
presidential campaign to a favorite son 
candidacy to guarantee that Texas has 
a voice at the Democratic National 
Convention, campaign officials say 
The Texan, who hoped to build 
momentum with early victories but 
suffered 
setbacks 
instead 
in 
Mississippi and Oklahoma, was ex­ 
pected to announce his plans at a press 
conference today in Austin, one day 
before his 55th birthday and a week 
before the first anniversary of his 
candidacy. 
A favorite-son campaign would mean 
that he would halt his national cam ­ 
paign but would run in the Texas 
Democratic prim ary on May I 
Meanwhile. 
Republican 
Ronald 


Reagan campaigned in New Hamp­ 
shire, stressing his differences with 
administration 
policies, 
after 
President Ford made a weekend swing 
through the state. New Hampshire’s 
primary, the first in the nation, is two 
weeks from today. 
After 
Bentsen came out of the 
Mississippi caucuses Jan. 24 with less 
than 2 per cent of the delegats, sources 
close to him said if he did not do well in 
Oklahoma last Saturday, he would be 
forced to drop out. After ending up in 
third place among four candidates with 
less than 12 per cent in Oklahoma.

political future during a campaign 
break at his Texas home. 
Bentsen’s 
departure

national race would leave eight active 
Democratic candidates,

districts violate the Ohio Constitution 
with several defeats, notwithstanding 
the fact that a federal judge in 1973 
issued an injunction prohibiting all par­ 
ties in earlier court battles from 
seeking further litigation in state or 
federal courts. Rhodes must be careful 
not to violate that injunction, Demo­ 
cratic legal spokesmen say 
Ocasek noted that the same federal 
judge. Chief Judge Frank J. Battish of 
the northern Ohio U.S. District Court, a 
Democrat, held that 
the 
districts 
comply with the U.S. Constitution. With 
regard to whether they comply with 
state requirements, Ocasek reiterated, 
“ It’s been done. It s over with. Besides, 
it’s not up to Jim Rhodes to say what is 
constitutional.” 
Rhodes sent letters of formal notice 
of the meeting to Republican Secretary 
of State Ted W Brown, Rep.

Funds

program were made available 
through the 1973 Federal High­ 
ways act. 
Tatman

markings are more durable and 
adhere to the road better than the 
conventional 
bead-painted 
markings. 
The 
thermoplastic 
would be 
installed over 
the 
painted markings and experts 
say the material will last from 
five to ten years longer than pain. 
Tatman said the thermoplastic is 
an eighth of an inch thick and it is 
washed clean by the rain 
If the grant is approved and the 
thermoplastic installed, it could 
“free two men and $10,000 a year 
to do other work," Tatman said

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Weaving a 
chilling saga of fear and degradation, 
Patricia Hearst says her Symbionese 
Liberation Army kidnapers forced her 
to em brace violent revolution and 
enslaved her mind with the belief she 
would never escape the terrorist un­ 
derground. 


Fighting back tears. Miss Hearst 
finally told her story to the world 
Monday in testimony at her bank 
robbery trial. It was a bizarre account 
of weeks in darkness, sexual assault, 
months of living with the recurring 
threat of death and a night of watching 


Mrs. White, 9 3 , enjoys today’s modern conveniences 
Civil War widow keeps youthful outlook

Many years have gone by since 
Mrs Viva White, now 93, married 
a Civil War veteran 35 years her 
senior. 
However, 
aside 
from 
some physical handicaps, the 
congenial resident of Margaret 
Clark 
Oakfield 
Convalescent 
Center on Rawlings Street still 
maintains a youthful love of fun 
Betrothed around the turn of 
the century at the age of 25, to 60- 
year-old Henry P 
White, for­ 
merly of Company H, 176th Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry, Mrs White 
noted that, “ He was an old man 
and I was a kid.” But, having 
been left an orphan at an early 
age, the New Holland native was 
eager to find a more secure life 
by m arriage to a man 
she 
genuinely felt close to. 
The 
newlyweds 
took 
up 
residence at 915 S. Main Street in 
Washington C. H , where Mrs 
White resided until five years ago 
when she moved to the con­ 
valescent center. Apparently, her 
husband, who didn’t talk much 
about his Civil War experiences, 
and was “more quiet than his 
wife,” according to Mrs. White, 
did not remain inactive in his 
later years. A daughter, Frances, 
now 68, was born soon after the 
wedlock, and up until 1926, when 
Mr. White died, stock dealing was 
the fam ily’s main source of in­ 
come. 
Mrs. White never rem arried 
after her husband’s death, but 
chose to remain at home, look 


with the family chores. The latter 
duties included making dairy 
products, 
raising 
and 
but­ 
chering livestock, canning, and 
making clothes, all of these items 
being for home consumption. 
Though her days were well- 
occupied, she did seem to find 
time to take her daughter to local 
events such as area fairs and the 
visiting medicine shows. Mrs. 
White particularity enjoyed these 
traveling shows and their con­ 
vincing 
promoters 
of 
special 
elixirs because, “ I was afraid I 
needed some medicine which I 
hadn’t known about before,” she 
said jokingly. 
Mrs. White does not look back 
on the mud streets and saloons of 
earlier Washington C. H. with 
complete 
nostalgia. 
In 
her 
lifetime 
she 
has 
watched 
Washington C. H. grow from a 
farm community to a more in­ 
dustrialized area, and she likes 
the modern conveniences that 
accompany such growth 
There is one convenience that 
Mrs White has never indulged in, 
and that is riding in an airplane. 
“ I’d have been dead of fright 
before I stepped in,” she said. 
Currently, she is happy just to be 
able to walk up and down the 
hallways, a feat she was not able 
to accomplish a few years back 
when a stroke and painfully 
arthritic legs immobilized her. 
With previous help from the 
convalescent center staff and a 
metal walker, Mrs. White now 
frequents the hallways many

telling jokes to fellow residents 
and patients. In turn, she is 
visited constantly by friends, 
nurses, and ministers who like 
her sense of humor and enjoy her 
company.

Frances, is often by her side, 
noting that "Since I turned 60, 
I’ve felt I can now tell mother 
what to do in some areas, rather

Testifying with the jury absent, she 
said she took part in the robbery only 
out of fear of death and said she never 
surrendered because remaining SLA 
members threatened to stalk her for 
the rest of her life if she did She was 
captured last Sept 18. 
With a whispy voice that was barely 
audible at times, the pale newspaper 
heiress said flight was futile as two 
surviving SLA members continued to 
carry on the legacy of those who died — 
to imprison her forever in a mental 
dungeon. 
“Where could I go?” she asked 
several times, saying the SLA con­ 
vinced her that she had been aban 
doned by her family and that the FBI 
wanted her dead. 
Miss Hearst renounced all her taped 
communiques 
from 
the 
SLA 
as 
products of coercion, disclaimed her 
celebrated love for slain SLA member 
Willie Wolfe as a farce and said she was 
forced to help rob a bank and later tell a 
teen-ager that she acted freely. 
"They told me I would be killed,” 
was her simple, direct explanation of 
many of her actions. She said she was 
threatened with death "hundreds of 
times ” 
Miss Hearst, 21, took the stand at a 
special hearing at her bank robbery 
trial as the defense sought to suppress 
all evidence of her movements after the 
April 15, 1974, bank robbery 
The teen-ager to whom the defendant 
allegedly confessed, 
Thomas 
Dean 
Matthews, was scheduled to be the first 
witness for the prosecution today in its 
attempt to convince U.S. District Court 
Judge Oliver J Carter to let the jury 
hear a tape of Miss Hearst and young 
Matthews’ testimony. 
Under questioning from chief defense 
attorney F Lee Bailey, Miss Hearst 
said SLA members William and Emily 
Harris, now awaiting trial in Los 
Angeles, kept up the barrage of in 
timidation after six SLA members 
were killed in a fiery shootout with Los 
Angeles police on May 17, 1974. 
She 
admitted 
under 
cross-ex­ 
amination by US. Atty. Jam es L 
Browning that she sprayed a sporting 
goods store with gunfire a day earlier 
to allow the Harrises to flee a bungled 
shoplifting attempt 
She called it a reflex action from 
repeated SLA indoctrination on how 
she should act in a given situation 
Asked by Browning if she had felt 
good about aiding the Harrises with her 
gunfire, she replied. “ It did not give me 
any feeling, it happened so quick, I did 
it without even thinking ” 
She said the Harrises ordered her to 
tell Matthews that she willingly joined 
SLA and freely participated in the 


bank robbery 
If she failed to follow 
their instructions, she said, "they told 
me I would be killed.” 
Miss Hearst spent four hours on the 
stand Monday and quietly implicated 
nearly a dozen persons in her un­ 
derground odyssey, some dead, most 
still alive

fendant later said she wasn't certain. 
Miss Hearst sat emotionless through 
much of the testimony, sipping water 
from a styrofoam cup and occasionally 
waving her right hand softly in the air 
as she made a point. 
She startled the courtroom twice, 
perhaps most dramatically with her 
declaration that she had been sexually 
assaulted by Wolfe when she was kept 
blindfolded in a closet for several 
weeks after her Feb 4. 1974. kidnaping 
She said her June 7, 1974. taped 
eulogy of Wolfe and the other SLA 
members who died in the fire was 
written by the Harrises In the tape, she 
proclaimed her love for Wolfe, calling 
him the “the gentlest, most beautiful 
man lire ever known.” 
On the witness stand, however, she 
portrayed Wolfe as callous 
Choking back tears. Miss Hearst said 
Wolfe accosted her in the closet a 
month after her kidnaping and wasn’t 
the only SLA member to sexually abuse 
her Bailey did not pursue the matter 
further 
In Litchfield. Conn., Wolfe's mother. 
Virginia Wolfe, said, “As for my gentle 
W illie assaulting anyone, it’s not true 
He was attractive and possibly they 
were in love... But assault was not part 
of his makeup " 
Wolfe was last seen by his family at 
Christmas in 1973 
A second part of Miss Hearses 
testimony that caused a rustling in the 
hushed courtroom was her qualified 
admission that SLA chieftain Donald 
“Cinque ’ DeFreeze had offered her a 
choice of remaining with the tiny 
ragtag 
band of 
revolutionaries 
or 
returning home. 
Under 
questioning 
by 
Browning, 
Miss Hearst said DeFreeze once came 
into the SLA's hideout and “said I could 
go home or stay with them I didn’t be­ 
lieve him ” 
She said DeFreeze ordered her to 
mention his offer of freedom on her 
tape admitting complicity in the bank 
robbery 
Miss Hearst testified that she and the 
Harrises 
watched 
live 
television 
newscasts of the shootout between six 
SLA members and Los Angeles police. 
Killed rn the Los Angeles house that 
became an inferno during the shootout 
were DeFreeze, Miss Atwood, Wolfe. 
Camilla Hall, Nancy Ling Perry and 
Patricia Soltysik Miss Hearst said all 
helped plan or participated in the bank 
robbery 
With her attorney questioning her, 
she said the SLA s final stand affected 
her deeply The barrage of gunfire into 
the frame structure reinforced her 
SLA-mspired 
belief 
that 
the 
FBI 
wanted to kill her. she said 
She noted that newscasters were 
suggesting she might be in the house 


"As a result of observing the public 
officials firing bullets and incendiary 
bombs into a house in which you were 
believed to be. did that affect your 
belief that the FBI would kill you?” 
asked Bailey 


“Yes.” was the reply from the slim 
defendant. 


After the shootout, she said, she and 
the Harrises fled to the Oakland- 
Berkeley area 


After meeting sports activist Jack 
Scott there, she and the Harrises 
separated, she said, and Scott took her 
by automobile to a Pennsylvania farm­

The Boyters' second marriage is only 
a month old. but already they say they 
are contemplating their second di­ 
vorce Their first divorce was in Haiti 
Dec. 8, ending a nine-year marriage 
They remarried a month later 
Their behavior is the result of anger 
— not directed at each other, but at the 
American income tax system 
The 
Boyters say the system favors single 
persons over married taxpayers. 
“We did it more for principle than 
anything else,” Mrs Boyter said. “We 
just kept getting madder and madder 
each year ” 


Both Boyters work for the federal 
government and earn about $23,000 
each annually 


Mrs 
Boyter estimates their 1975 
taxes as a married couple would be 
about $10,300. regardless of whether 
they filed a joint or single return If 
they were single, she says, each would 
pay about $4,500. a total of $9,000. The 
$1,300 difference added up to divorce 
for them 


“About three years ago they gave a 
tax break to single persons.’’ Mrs 
Boyter said “But that doesn't apply to 
married persons filing separately. 
“And then, with last year’s tax 
rebate we got rooked again. If we had 
been two single people we would have 
gotten back about $200 each 
As a 
married couple we just got $100 I think 
that was the last straw 
“ If they don’t change the laws. I have 
every intention of getting a divorce 
again this year “ 
It is possible for a couple earning 
about equal salaries to save some 
money by filing as single persons, said

The clothing of his 3-year-old sister 
caught fire and Faith severely burned 
his hands beating out the flames to save

His promising piano career gone. 
Faith turned instead to writing and

arranger-conductor

radio He moved to the United States in

WASHINGTON (AP) - Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp., which doled out more 
than $20 million in payoffs to foreign 
government officials, may not be able 
to repay bank loans guaranteed by the 
federal government.

Staats, in a report to Congress dated 
Jan. 30, said Lockheed has forecast 
operating profits through 1979 that are 
‘‘sufficient to maintain the company’s 
stability, but insufficient to liquidate its 
guaranteed bank loans by the end of 
1978 — the maximum time provided by 
law .” 
The report also indicated Lockheed's

was 
worried 
that 
publicity about the company's foreign 
bribes would harm sales overseas 
Staat's revelation followed testimony 
last week in which A C. Kotchian, 
Lockheed’s chief operating officer, told 
a Senate subcommittee details of many 
payoffs, some of them totaling millions 


of dollars, to foreign officials in an 
effort to assure sales of company 
planes 
Lockheed 
earlier 
had 
admitted 
paying some $22 million to foreign 
officials 


Congress, 
under 
a 
1971 
law, 
authorized a government guarantee of 
up to $250 million in loans to Lockheed) 
The loans were to be repaid by the end 
of 1975 but were renewable for no more 
than 
three years 
Last 
May, the 
Emergency Loan Guarantee Board 
extended the government guarantee 
through the end of 1977. 


As of Dec. 31, 1975, Lockheed’s over­ 
all bank loans totaled $595 million.

They are simply barred from the 
detente agenda 
In short, by unilaterally ending the 
Cold War we have set ourselves up for 
some nasty shocks - the fall of 
Indochina, the Yom Kippur War, and 
the ongoing “liberation” of Angola by 
those Communist Gurkhas, the Cubans.

“We know 
that 
artherosclerosis.

degenerative disease of age.” said Dr. 
Charles Glueck. director of the Lipids 
Center at the University of Cincinnati. 


"A lot of people think that when a 
man dies of a heart attack at age 45, 
that the process of hardening of the 
arteries 
occurred 
overnight. 
The 
process begins in childhood 
“Artherosclerosis from the cradle to 
the grave—that’s what we’re looking 
at,” Glueck said “The more we can 
learn about it. at any age, the better off 
we are.” 
Twenty-four pregnant women have 
been enrolled in the program and will 
participate after their babies are a 
month old. 
They will be furnished with a 12-week 
diet. The first six weeks the mothers 
will eat high fat and protein diets and 
low cholesterol food the second week 
Doctors will take milk samples and 
blood samples from the babies during 
the period to see if a high cholesterol 
diet effects both the milk and blood 


Glueck noted that only 20 per cent of 
babies in the United States are now 


breast fed while the other 80 per cent 
get formulas 
“It is clear that infants thrive (Mi a 
variety of early milk feedings, whether 
breast milk. commercial formula or 
formulas made from condensed cow 
milk,” he said 
“Breast feeding is historically a 
superlative way to feed babies I think 
there are some clear benefits from 
breast feeding. both psychological and 
biochemical. 
The important comparison we hope 
to make, based on data we already 
have, is how do these breast fed babies 
compare to formula fed babies and can 
we discern any advantages or disad­ 
vantages in simulating the mothers 
milk for the formula.” he said 
Dr Glueck said he anticipates the 
study will provide other information on 
fat soluble vitamins “a” and “e” in 
breast milk The data will be useful to 
formula manufacturers 
He noted that very little scientific 
information 
on 
mothers 
milk 
is 
available compared to veterinarian 
studies of cows milk 
“There are voluminous papers about 
the constituents of cows milk from 
various species of cattle and there has 
been very little study on the fat com­ 
position. cholesterol and fatty acid 
composition of breast milk and how it 
changes,” Dr. Glueck said.

The importance of agriculture in 
Fayette County was discussed with 
members of the Washington C. H 
Kiwanis Gub during their regular 
weekly dinner meeting Monday night in 
the Terrace Lounge 


“While industry might have its ups 
and downs, agriculture will take up the 
slack," said John P Gruber, Fayette 
County agricultural extension agent. 


“ Your local businessman can tell 
when the farmer is going through 
financial problems 
Agriculture will 
always be a vital part of this com­ 
munity,” Gruber said “With some of 
the best soil in the state, Fayette 
County farmers will not be vacating 
their production plants and moving to 
other communities as industry might 
d o ” 


In 1969, gross cash farm receipts 
from marketing in Fayette County 
totaled $20,800,000 
In 
1974, Gruber 
said, the figure was $43,000,000 For 
each $1 of farm receipts, $3 to $5 is 
pumped into the economy of 
the 
Fayette County area and the state. 
Gruber pointed out that sources of 
farm income have changed In 1969 
sales from livestock accounted for 75 
per cent. Today, he said, com soybeans 
and wheat account for 80 per cent of the 
total, partially due to the increase in 
grain prices and the fact that livestock 
prices are less competitive.

noted that productivity has increased 
in Fayette County He said in 1969 the 
government made farm payments of 
$1.9 million in Fayette County to cut 


back farm production. The subsidies 
decreased to $28,000 in 1974 
There are 973 farms in Fayette 
County with an overall average of 
$38,000 per farm of gross cash farm 
receipts from marketing

The tigers will weight between 300 
and 400 pounds and eat on the average 
of 12 pounds of meat per day. 
The natural habitat of baboons is 
tropical Africa 
They are generally 
considered the strongest primates of 
their size and will breed freely in 
captivity. Their diet consists mostly of 
fruits and insects. 


Reindl said the preserve is un­ 
dergoing 
extensive 
landscape 
renovation in preparation for the 1976 
season. All grassy areas have been 
reseeded and much of the underbrush

us quo — there are few bar­ 
gains unless there are some 
drawbacks. If there is a great 
deal of acreage the house no 
doubt will be away from all 
conveniences, including good 
rail transportation.

made wise investments, holding 
out for some kind of little house 
to go with land. One couple 
managed to get an early dwell­ 
ing in disrepair. They remo­ 
deled it and used it as a mean­ 
while house. After five years 
they can afford to build a small 


house on two other acres of the 
land and already have a buyer 
for the old house they’ve made 
livable. This is an ideal in­ 
vestment that takes careful 
planning. They did make some 
sacrifices, but they had some­ 
thing to build their dreams on 
and their project was debt-con- 
trolled. 


If two people have scrimped 
for a long time to own a home, 
chances are they will not be 
satisfied indefinitely owning the 
land without a house. Then, too, 
if they find a home they like 
and wish to abandon the land, 
they will need to find a buyer, 
perhaps quickly. It may not be 
easy. 


That may even be the main 
consideration in buying 
the 
land: could you sell it if you 
wanted to? One good indication 
might be to inquire how long it 
has been on the market. 


Here's the Answer

Q. — Every time I paint — 
and I ’ll be doing it again soon 
— the paint collects in the 
small run around the top of the 
can. I try to get it out by dip­ 
ping a small brush in it and 
then wiping it on an old news­ 
paper. It never quite succeeds, 
because when I go to use the 
paint again weeks or months 
later, I find that some of the 
paint in the rim has hardened 
and that the cover never was 
really on tight enough. Is there 
some easier and better way to 
handle this? 
A. — When you first open the 
can, punch holes into the rim. 
This has to be done very care­ 
fully so that you don’t knock 
over the can. Some persons 
find it helpful to pour out some 
of the paint before doing this. 
The holes can be punched with 
a hammer and a nailset or 
some other pointed tool that 
will go through metal without 
too much trouble. As you work, 
the paint that collects in the 


rim will fall through the holes 
and return to the can. Then, if 
there are a few drops still in 
the rim, remove them the way 
you have always done.

Q. — I understand that it is 
possible to make flagstones for 
a walkway without buying the 
ready-made stones. Can you 
tell me how this is done9 
A. — What you actually will 
be making are concrete stones 
that can be used for walking 
on. Dig to about 4 inches. The 
size and shape of the stone de­ 
pends on your preference, but 
make sure the excavation is 
level. Pour rn a concrete mix 
and level it off with a wooden 
float. Repeat this operation as 
many times as necessary to 
complete the walkway. There’s 
no need to try to make all the 
stones the same size; rn fact, 
variations will make the walk­ 
way more interesting 
After 
about five or six hours, wet 
down each stone. Do this a 
couple of times a day for sev­ 
eral days. This "curing" proc­ 
ess will keep the concrete from 
drying out too quickly.

Adhesions are small bands of 
firm , fibrous tissue.

Adhesions do not always 
follow abdominal surgery. 
Some people seem to be more 
prone to adhesions than others.

than they formerly did. 
The only time that adhesions 
present a problem is when they 
surround a portion of the in­ 
testinal tract and interfere with 
its normal function. 
Basically, however, adhe­ 
sions that produce no symptoms 
are rarely dangerous.

Let’s assume you’re in seven 
hearts and West leads a 
diamond. There seems to be 
nothing much to play and, if you 
are endowed with a happy-go- 
lucky nature, you win the 
diamond with the ace and play 
the A-K of trumps. West shows 
out and you go down one, losing 
a trump trick to East. 
You can of course attribute 
the outcome to bad luck, since 
the odds were about 3 to I 
against losing a trump trick by 
this method of play. But if you 


consider the matter more ob­ 
jectively, it turns out that you 
should have made the contract 
by adopting a slightly different 
line of play. 
Instead of playing a trump at 
trick two — which seems a 
normal thing to do — it is better 
to ruff a diamond and then play 
the A-K of trumps. 
When you learn of the 4-1 
trump division, you can now 
take steps to try to eliminate 
East’s seemingly certain trump 
trick. You stop playing trumps 
and instead cash the A-K of 
clubs, lead a spade to the jack, 
ruff a diamond, then play a 
spade to the queen and ruff a 
club. 
As a result of this series of 
maneuvers, your last three 
cards are the king of spades and 
Q-10 of trumps. Dummy has the 
ace of spades, a diamond and a 
club; East has the nine of 
spades and J-4 of trumps. 
When you play a spade to the 
ace and lead a diamond or a 
club from dummy, East’s J-4 of 
trumps succumb to your Q-10. 
The success of this method of 
play can be traced back to the 
farsighted play of ruffing a 
diamond at trick two to allow 
for the possibility that East 
might have been dealt four 
trumps to the jack. If you don’t 
take this ruff, you wind up 
leading from your hand instead 
of dummy at trick twelve.

Cain said the party probably will run 
between four and seven congressional 
candidates and will

The extent of Juliana’s fortune has 
never been officially disclosed, but an 
unofficial estimate in the late 1960’s 
indicated her bank balance then was 
around $100 million. 
In addition, she has sizable holdings 
in the giant Royal Dutch Shell oil 
company,

Bank 
Nederland, 
the

largest 
commercial bank, and other major 
Dutch companies. 
One financial expert said her private 
fortune must be “huge.” 
The first big scandal in her reign 
came in the 1950’s, when she and 
Bernhard turned to a faith healer,

youngest daughter. Princess Christina 
Miss Hofmans became the queen’s 
confidante, was reported advising her 
on matters of state and was dubbed the 
Rasputin of the Dutch court Bernhard 
objected, and there were rumors of 
divorce and abdication Unconfirmed 
reports said Juliana and her husband 
lived in separate wings of Soestdijk 
Palace for six months, communicating 
only by notes.

Washington: 


first in war 


and peace 


When 
the 
news 
of 
George 
Washington s death on December 19. 
1799 was received. Congress adopted a 
resolution honoring him. ending with 
these now-famous words: 
“A citizen first in war, first in peace, 
and first in the hearts of his coun­ 
trymen " 
George Wasington was indeed a first 
citizen to the young country that he led 
to v ictory against the British and later 
led as its first president. 
The greatness of this early American 
was not immediately apparent in his 
life. The son of a Virginia landowner. 
Washington received erratic schooling, 
his chief 
education being in the 
management of his father's holdings 
He learned the elements of surveying 
at an early age; he was able to plot and 
meac|ire neighboring fields by the age 
of 14. 
He became a surveyor by profession 
and it was through his surveying trips, 
carrying him into the wilderness, that 
his character was further formed, as he 
developed the resourcefulness and 
endurance necessary to surmount the 
rugged journeys 


At 20. he inherited Mount Vernon and 
spent most of the next 20 years living 
the life of a prosperous plantation 
manager, in addition to being a 
military adjutant. 


As time went on. Washington became 
more and more active in the military, 
being made commander of Virginia’s 
troops in 1755, at the age of 23. 
However, he resigned his commission 
in 1758, just before his marriage to 
Martha Dandridge Custis, and aside 
from being a member of the house of 
burgesses. Washington lived in the 
manner of a landowner in the ensuing 
years 


Even though he belonged to the house 
of burgesses, Washington displayed 
little interest in affairs of state But in 
May of 1765, Patrick Henry introduced 
resolutions against the, Stamp Act, 
after w hich Washington took the side of 
the Whigs, the colonists opposing 
British injustices 
He was elected to the first Con­ 
tinental Congress by his fellow 
Virginians, and when the Congress met 
in Philadelphia in 1774. Washington 
was dressed in full uniform; indicating 
his attitude toward further attempts at 
petitioning the Crown — to a previous 
revolutionary legislature he had 
declared, i will raise one thousand 
men. subsist them at my own expense. 
and march myself at their head for the 
relief of Boston ” 
Despite this rhetoric. Washington 
was first opposed to independence, but 
he was just as determined not to submit 
to loss of what he termed “valuable 
rights and privileges." 
Called upon by Congress to take 
charge of the military forces of all the 
colonies. Washington took command on 
July 2. 1775 of a motley group of 
Yankees His success in forging that 
undisciplined band into a victorious 
army that defeated the British at 
Y orktown in 1781 is a measure of his 
greatness 
His duty done. Washington expected 
to retire once again to his Mount 
Vernon home 
But his valiant and 
brilliant leadership throughout the war 
years made him the unanimous choice 
of 
the 
electors 
in 
peace, 
and 
W ashington became the first American 
president on April 30, 1789

Early 


American 
leaders 
saw cotton 
as route to 
economic 
independence 


J! num ber of early A m erican leaders 
recognized that cotton could be an 
m portant 
factor in 
achieving 
the 
economic independence so essential to 
supporting this c o u n try 's p o litical 
freedom 
In 1776 when the British House of 
Commons was considering repeal of 
tie Stam p Act and questioned w hether 
A m erican 
colonists 
could 
clothe 
themselves without aid from England, 
■tenjamin Franklin said Virginians 
could 
very well clothe them selves 
with linen and cotton of their own 
raising for the rest of the year." 
The National Cotton Council points 
out that, largely due to F ranklin’s 
influence, a calico printw orks was 
established near Philadelphia in 1772. 
It was under the direction of John 
Hew son, who later 
fought 
in 
the 
Revolution 
M artha 
W ashington 
p erso n ally 
visited the factory and ordered some 
special prints to which her husband 
G eorge la te r pointed w ith pride. 
Washington had established a weaving 
house at Mount Vernon as early as 1767 
and the cloth m ade there for about 25 
neighboring fam ilies included 300 
yards of cotton 


Alexander Hamilton, who was born 
on a West Indies cotton plantation and 
becam e the nation's first treasury 
secretary, believed cotton could be a 
p ro fitab le 
co m m ercial 
crop 
for 
America and worked to prom ote its 
introduction 


In 1774, he predicted that several of 
the Southern colonies might one day 
clothe the whole continent And by the 
following year, the crop’s production 
was sufficient to lead Hamilton to 
suggest that cotton factories be placed 
alongside the cottonfields 


Thomas Jefferson wrote in 1786 that 
the four southern-m ost states were 
making a great deal of homespun 
cotton which he described as being "as 
well m anufactured as the calicoes of 
Europe.” And that sam e year, Jam es 
Madison declared there was “ no reason 
to doubt that the United States w ill one 
day become a great cotton-producing 
country " 
Tench Coxe, a Philadelphian who 
was a delegate to the Continental 
Congress and later Assistant Secretary 
of the U S Treasury, did much to en­ 
courage cotton’s cultivation and its 
m anufacture 
In 1786 he interested 
planters of five southern states in 
cotton cultivation 


Coxe also operated the nation’s first 
spinning 
jenny 
at 
a 
p lan t 
in 
P h ilad elp h ia w hich em ployed 400 
women in the spinning and weaving of 
cotton He is said to have “em ptied his 
pockets" to import English textile 
m achinery and laborers to run the 
equipm ent. Largely at Coxe’s urging, 
Congress imposed a duty of three cents 
a pound on cotton im ports in 1789

Jam es A. Rhodes late 
Monday fanned the flam es of a growing 
controversy that stems from his bid to 
draw new Senate and House districts, 
apparently to try to topple the current 
Democratic leadership. 
Otherwise,

scheduled in the Senate during an 
unusual morning session of that body 
on two controversial appointments by 
Rhodes to the State Racing Com­ 
mission. 
The Senate Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee recommended last week against 
the

J. 
LoPresti 
of 
Cleveland. Rhodes’ appointment of Mel 
J. Witt, also of Cleveland, was up for a 
committee roll call prior to the floor 


session. A 2-2 roll call Monday night 
was left open until today because of the 
absence of five committee mem bers. 
LoPresti, a former judge, and Witt, a 
union official, were questioned at their 
separate confirmation hearings about 
thousands of free race track passes 
distributed annually by the commission 
and staff. 
They said, in response to specific 
questions, that many of the requests for 
passes cam e from state lawm akers, 
although Witt said he “ took care of my 
friends and associates,’’ the sam e as 
other commissioners had done in the 
past. 
Their fate hinged on a floor vote in 
the 33-member Senate. 
Rep. John E Johnson, D-68 Orrville, 
and other sponsors predicted House 
approval of his measure that would 
give Ohio's homeowners credits on 
their tax bills when inflationary in­

boosted their tax liabilities. 


The bill offers no relief this year for 
taxpayers now paying or being billed 
for 1975 property taxes but holds the 
promise of about $70 million worth of 
tax relief statewide next year, Johnson 
said.

M ississippi caucuses Jan. 24 with less 
than 2 per cent of the delegats, sources 
close to him said if he did not do well in 
Oklahoma last Saturday, he would be 
forced to drop out. After ending up in 
third place among four candidates with 
less than 12 per cent in Oklahoma, 
Bentsen

Bentsen’s

bead-painted 
markings. 
The 
thermoplastic

be 
installed 
over

painted markings and experts 
say the m aterial will last from 
five to ten years longer than pain. 
Tatman said the thermoplastic is 
an eighth of an inch thick and it is 
washed clean by the rain 
If the grant is approved and the 
thermoplastic installed, it could 
“ free two men and $10,000 a year 
to do other work,” Tatman said.

It was a bizarre account 
of weeks in darkness, sexual assault, 
months of living with the recurring 
threat of death and a night of watching

I Civil War widow keeps youthful outlook I

Many years have gone by since 
Mrs Viva White, now 93, married 
a Civil War veteran 35 years her 
senior. 
However, 
aside 
from 
som e physical handicaps, the 
congenial resident of M argaret 
Clark 
Oakfield 
Convalescent 
Center on Rawlings Street still 
m aintains a youthful love of fun 
Betrothed around the turn of 
the century at the age of 25, to 60- 
year-old Henry P 
White, for­ 
merly of Company H, 176th Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry, Mrs. White 
noted that, “ He was an old man 
and I w as a kid.” But, having 
been left an orphan at an early 
age. the New Holland native was 
eager to find a more secure life 
by 
m arriage 
to 
a 
man 
she 
genuinely felt close to 
The 
newlyweds 
took 
up 
residence at 915 S. Main Street in 
Washington C. H , where Mrs. 
White resided until five years ago 
when she moved to the con­ 
valescent center. Apparently, her 
husband, who didn’t talk much 
about his Civil War experiences, 
and was “ more quiet than his 
wife,” according to Mrs. White, 
did not remain inactive in his 
later years. A daughter, Frances, 
now 68, w as born soon after the 
wedlock, and up until 1926, when 
Mr. White died, stock dealing was 
the fam ily’s main source of in­ 
come. 
Mrs. White never rem arried 
after her husband’s death, but 
chose to remain at home, look 
after her daughter, and carry on 


with the family chores. The latter 
duties included making 
dairy 
products, 
raising 
and 
but­ 
chering livestock, canning, and 
making clothes, all of these items 
being for home consumption 
Though her days were well- 
occupied, she did seem to find 
time to take her daughter to local 
events such as area fairs and the 
visiting medicine shows. 
Mrs. 
White particularity enjoyed these 
traveling shows and their con­ 
vincing 
promoters 
of 
special 
elixirs because, “ I was afraid I 
needed some medicine which I 
hadn’t known about before,” she 
said jokingly. 
Mrs. White does not look back 
on the mud streets and saloons of 
earlier Washington C. H. with 
complete 
nostalgia. 
In 
her 
lifetime 
she 
has 
watched 
Washington C. H. grow from a 
farm community to a more in­ 
dustrialized area, and she likes 
the modern conveniences that 
accompany such growth. 
There is one convenience that 
Mrs. White has never indulged in, 
and that is riding in an airplane. 
“ I’d have been dead of fright 
before I stepped in,” she said. 
Currently, she is happy just to be 
able to walk up and down the 
hallways, a feat she was not able 
to accomplish a few years back 
when a 
stroke 
and painfully 
arthritic legs immobilized her 
With previous help from the 
convalescent center staff and a 
m etal walker, Mrs White now 
frequents 
the 
hallways 
many 
times a day, visiting with and

telling jokes to fellow residents 
and patients. 
In turn, she is 
visited 
constantly 
by friends, 
nurses, and ministers who like 
her sense of humor and enjoy her 
company. 
Her 
daughter, 
Frances, is often by her side, 
noting that “ Since I turned 60, 
I’ve felt I can now tell mother 
what to do in some areas, rather 
than ask her.” 


Mrs. 
White, 
though 
still 
remaining strongly independent, 
has not let pride keep her from 
receiving aid from those who are 
present to help her with any 
difficulty that might arise “ I’ve 
enjoyed the way I ve lived, and 
now I don’t have much to worry 
about. People have been lovely to 
me, and I couldn’t say anything 
against them.” 


some of her most vicious tormentors 
die in flames. 
Testifying with the jury absent, she 
said she took part in the robbery only 
out of fear of death and said she never 
surrendered because remaining SLA 
members threatened to stalk her for 
the rest of her life if she did She was 
captured last Sept 18. 
With a whispy voice that w as barely 
audible at times, the pale newspaper 
heiress said flight was futile as two 
surviving SLA members continued to 
carry on the legacy of those who died — 
to imprison her forever in a mental 
dungeon 
‘Where could I go?” she asked 
several times, saying the SLA con­ 
vinced her that she had been aban ­ 
doned by her family and that the FBI 
wanted her dead. 
Miss Hearst renounced all her taped 
communiques 
from 
the 
SLA 
as 
products of coercion, disclaimed her 
celebrated love for slain SLA member 
Willie Wolfe as a farce and said she was 
forced to help rob a bank and later tell a 
teen-ager that she acted freely. 
“ They told me I would be killed. ” 
was her simple, direct explanation of 
many of her actions. She said she was 
threatened with death “ hundreds of 
tim es.” 
Miss Hearst, 21. took the stand at a 
special hearing at her bank robbery 
trial as the defense sought to suppress 
all evidence of her movements after the 
April 15, 1974, bank robbery 
The teen-ager to whom the defendant 
allegedly confessed, 
Thomas 
Dean 
Matthews, was scheduled to be the first 
witness for the prosecution today in its 
attempt to convince U.S. District Court 
Judge Oliver J Carter to let the jury 
hear a tape of Miss Hearst and young 
Matthews’ testimony 
Under questioning from chief defense 
attorney F Lee Bailey, Miss Hearst 
said SLA members William and Emily 
Harris, now awaiting trial in Los 
Angeles, kept up the barrage of in­ 
timidation after six SLA members 
were killed in a fiery shootout with Los 
Angeles police on May 17. 1974 
She 
admitted 
under 
cross-ex 
amination by U.S 
Atty. Jam es L. 
Browning that she sprayed a sporting 
goods store with gunfire a day earlier 
to allow the H arrises to flee a bungled 
shoplifting attempt 
She called it a reflex action from 
repeated SLA indoctrination on how 
she should act in a given situation 
Asked by Browning if she had felt 
good about aiding the Harrises with her 
gunfire, she replied, “ It did not give me 
any feeling, it happened so quick, I did 
it without even thinking.” 
She said the Harrises ordered her to 
tell Matthews that she willingly joined 
the SLA and freely participated in the 


bank robbery If she failed to follow 
their instructions, she said, “ they told 
me I would be killed.” 
Miss Hearst spent four hours on the 
stand Monday and quietly implicated 
nearly a dozen persons in her un­ 
derground odyssey, some dead, most 
still alive.

fendant later said she wasn't certain. 
Miss Hearst sat emotioniess through 
much of the testimony, sipping water 
from a styrofoam cup and occasionally 
waving her right hand softly in the air 
as she made a point. 
She startled the courtroom twice, 
perhaps most dramatically with her 
declaration that she had been sexually- 
assaulted by W’olfe when she was kept 
blindfolded in a closet for several 
weeks after her Feb 4. 1974. kidnaping 
She said her June 7, 1974. taped 
eulogy of Wolfe and the other SLA 
members who died in the fire was 
written by the Harrises In the tape, she 
proclaimed her love for Wolfe, calling 
him the ‘the gentlest, most beautiful 
man I’ve ever known." 
On the witness stand, however, she 
portrayed Wolfe as callous 
Choking back tears. Miss Hearst said 
Wolfe accosted her in the closet a 
month after her kidnaping and wasn’t 
the only SLA member to sexually abuse 
her Bailey did not pursue the matter 
further. 
In Litchfield. Conn.. Wolfe’s mother, 
Virginia Wolfe, said. "As for my gentle 
Willie assaulting anyone, it’s not true 
He was attractive and possibly they 
were in love... But assault was not part 
of his makeup 
Wolfe was last seen by his family at 
Christmas in 1973. 
A second part of Miss Hearses 
testimony that caused a rustling in the 
hushed courtroom was her qualified 
admission that SLA chieftain Donald 
“Cinque" DeFreeze had offered her a 
choice of remaining with the tiny 
ragtag band of revolutionaries or 
returning home 
Under questioning by Browning. 
Miss Hearst said DeFreeze once came 
into the SLA's hideout and "said I could 
go home or stay with them. I didn t be­ 
lieve him."

With her attorney questioning her, 
she said the SLA's final stand affected 
her deeply The barrage of gunfire into 
the frame structure reinforced her 
SLA-mspired belief that 
the 
FBI 
wanted to kill her. she said 
She noted that newscasters were 
suggesting she might be in the house 
As a result of observing the public 
officials firing bullets and incendiary 
bombs into a house in which you were 
believed to be. did that affect your 
belief that the FBI would kill you’’" 
asked Bailey 
"Yes." was the reply from the slim 
defendant 
After the shootout, she said, she and 
the Harrises fled to the Oakland-

Couple wed, divorced, rew ed 


in battle over incom e taxes 


ELLICOTT CITY. Md (AP* - One 
good divorce deserves another — as far 
as David and Angie Boyter are con­ 
cerned 
The Boyters second marriage is only 
a month old. but already they say they 
are contemplating their second di­ 
vorce Their first divorce was in Haiti 
Dec 8, ending a nine-year marriage. 
They remarried a month later. 
Their behavior is the result of anger 
— not directed at each other, but at the 
American income tax system 
The 
Boyters say the system favors single 
persons over married taxpayers. 
"We did it more for principle than 
anything else." Mrs Boyter said. "We 
just kept getting madder and madder 
each year.” 
Both Boyters work for the federal 
government and earn about $23,000 
each annually 
Mrs 
Boyter estimates their 1975 
taxes as a married couple would be 
about $10,300. regardless of whether 
they filed a joint or single return If 
they were single, she says, each would 
pay about $4,500. a total of $9,000. The 
$1,300 difference added up to divorce 
for them 


"About three years ago they gave a 
tax break to single persons." Mrs 
Boyter said. "But that doesn't apply to 
married persons filing separately 
"And then, with last year's tax 
rebate we got rooked again If we had 
been two single people we would have 
gotten back about $200 each As a 
married couple we just got $100.1 think 
that was the last straw. 
"If they don't change the laws, I have 
every intention of getting a divorce 
again this year." 
It is possible for a couple earning 
about equal salaries to save some 
money by filing as single persons, said 
David Estey, a spokesman for the 
Internal Revenue Service s Baltimore 
office 
He said Congress passed the Revenue 
Act of 1971 to bring rates for single 
persons in line with the rates 
married couples 
In some income brackets, it _ 
cheaper to file as a single person, he 
added, but there is a question whether

University crowd of 400 Monday night 
that the economic situation looms as 
the biggest factor in the 1976 presi­ 
dential election 
Gallup, president of Gallup Polls Inc 
and the American Institute of Public 
Opinion, said that, historically, in­ 
cumbent presidents have been at their 
lowest periods of popularity in times of 
recession and low employment. 


Gallup took issue with the public 
media often giving an unbalanced 
account of the American situation by 
emphasizing the negative Yet, he said, 
current polls show some "frightening ” 
things about the public mood. 


"People tend to feel satisfied with 
their own situation at home but are 
disillusioned with many aspects of the 
national situation,” Gallup said 


He said 
people 
feel 
frustrated 
because politicians are not talk mg 
about the things which the polls show 
people want. He said these included 
electoral reform, crime prevention, a 
period of national service and “the 
whole idea of release from the ghetto ” 
He added, "before we bemoan our

proper job with our children0 Are we 
studying the issues and reading up on 
the them0 Are we doing what we should 
in life—in the proper job?

Lockheed Aircraft may not 


be able to repay on loans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp , which doled out more 
than $20 million in payoffs to foreign 
government officials, may not be able 
to repay bank loans guaranteed by the 
federal government 
U.S. Comptroller General Elmer B 
Staats, in a report to Congress dated 
Jan 30, said Lockheed has forecast 
operating profits through 1979 that are 
“sufficient to maintain the company’s 
stability, but insufficient to liquidate its 
guaranteed bank loans by the end of 
1978 — the maximum time provided by 
law.” 
The report also indicated Lockheed’s 
management 
was 
worried 
that 
publicity about the company’s foreign 
bribes would harm sales overseas 
Staat’s revelation followed testimony 
last week in which A C. Kotchian, 
Lockheed’s chief operating officer, told 
a Senate subcommittee details of many 
payoffs, some of them totaling millions 


of dollars, to foreign officials in an 
effort to assure sales of company 
planes 
Lockheed 
earlier 
had 
admitted 
paying some $22 million to foreign 
officials. 
Congress, 
under 
a 
1971 
law, 
authorized a government guarantee of 
up to $250 million in loans to Lockheed) 
The loans were to be repaid by the end 
of 1975 but were renewable for no more 
than three years. Last May, the 
Emergency Loan Guarantee Board 
extended the government guarantee 
through the end of 1977 
As of Dec. 31,1975, Lockheed’s over­ 
all bank loans totaled $595 million. Of

To achieve profit projections in the 
near future, Lockheed is counting on

Eye early attack 
on heart problems 


CINCINNATI 
(AP) 
- 
Heart 
researchers are hoping they can head 
off heart problems in later life for 
newborns by controlling their mothers 
diet during the breast feeding period 


“We know that 
artherosclerosis, 
hardening 
of 
the 
arteries, 
is 
a 
degenerative disease of age.” said Dr. 
Charles Glueck. director of the Lipids 
Center at the University of Cincinnati. 


“A lot of people think that when a 
man dies of a heart attack at age 45. 
that the process of hardening of the 
arteries 
occurred 
overnight 
The 
process begins in childhood 
‘ Artherosclerosis from the cradle to 
the grave—-that s what we’re looking 
at,” Glueck said. “The more we can 
learn about it. at any age. the better off 
we are.” 
Twenty-four pregnant women have 
been enrolled in the program and will 
participate after their babies are a 
month old. 
They will be furnished with a 12-week 
diet. The first six weeks the mothers 
will eat high fat and protein diets and 
low cholesterol food the second week 
Doctors will take milk samples and 
blood samples from the babies during 
the period to see if a high cholesterol 
diet effects both the milk and blood. 


Glueck noted that only 20 per cent of 
babies in the United States are now 


breast fed while the other 80 per cent 
get formulas 
“It is clear that infants thrive on a 
variety of early milk feedings, whether 
breast milk, commercial formula or 
formulas made from condensed cow 
milk,” he said 
“Breast feeding is historically a 
superlative way to feed babies. I think 
there are some clear benefits from 
breast feeding, both psychological and 
biochemical 
The important comparison we hope 
to make, based on data we already 
have, is how do these breast fed babies 
compare to formula fed babies and can 
we discern any advantages or disad­ 
vantages in simulating the mothers 
milk for the formula,” he said. 
Dr Glueck said he anticipates the 
study will provide other information on 
fat soluble vitamins “a” and “e ” in 
breast milk. The data will be useful to 
formula manufacturers. 
He noted that very little scientific 
information 
on 
mothers 
milk 
is 
available compared to veterinarian 
studies of cows milk. 


“There are voluminous papers about 
the constituents of cows milk from 
various species of cattle and there has 
been very little study on the fat com­ 
position. cholesterol and fatty acid 
composition of breast milk and how it 
changes.” Dr. Glueck said.

At meeting of local Kiwanis Club 
Importance of agriculture here disclosed 


The importance of agriculture in 
Fayette County was discussed with 
members of the Washington C. H. 
Kiwanis Club during their regular 
weekly dinner meeting Monday night in 
the Terrace Lounge 


“While industry might have its ups 
and downs, agriculture will take up the 
slack,’’ said John P. Gruber, Fayette 
County agricultural extension agent. 


“Your local businessman can tell 
when the farm er is going through 
financial problems. Agriculture will 
always be a vital part of this com­ 
munity,” Gruber said. “With some of 
the best soil in the state, Fayette 
County farmers will not be vacating 
their production plants and moving to 
other communities as industry might 
do.” 


In 1969. gross cash farm receipts 
from marketing in Fayette County 
totaled $20,800,000. In 1974, Gruber 
said, the figure was $43,000,000 For 
each $1 of farm receipts, $3 to $5 is 
pumped into the economy of the 
Fayette County area and the state. 
Gruber pointed out that sources of 
farm income have changed. In 1969 
sales from livestock accounted for 75 
per cent. Today, he said, corn soybeans 
and wheat account for 60 per cent of the 
total, partially due to the increase in 
grain prices and the fact that livestock 
prices are less competitive. 


The 
agriculture 
extension 
agent 
noted that productivity has increased 
in Fayette County. He said in 1969 the 
government made farm payments of 
$1.9 million in Fayette County to cut 


back farm production. The subsidies 
decreased to $28,000 in 1974. 
There are 973 farms in Fayette 
County with an overall average of 
$38,000 per farm of gross cash farm 
receipts from marketing. 


The meeting was conducted by Tom 
Mossbarger and the program was 
arranged by Jack Sommers. Harry 
Campbell, father of Kiwanis Club

KINGS M ILLS, O. — Nicolas Reindl, 
new zoological director of Lion Country 
Safari at Kings Island, has announced 
the 100-acre wildlife preserve will 
feature the addition of IO Bengal tigers 
and 50 Olive baboons this season. 
A new section is currently being 
prepared in the preserve for the tigers, 
which are considered a rare and en­ 
dangered species. 
The baboons will be introduced into 
the lion section since the animals live 
together in a natural habitat. 
Reindl, 
25, 
said 
the 
aggressive 
baboons will create a livelier at­ 
mosphere and increased interest in the 
lion section. 
The Bengal tigers are native to Asia 
and, unlike the lions, will not live in 
prides or social groups. They are more 
independent and will not reproduce 
offspring as regularly as lions in 
captivity. 
The tigers will weight between 300 
and 400 pounds and eat on the average 
of 12 pounds of meat per day. 
The natural habitat of baboons is 
tropical Africa. They are generally 
considered the strongest primates of 
their size and will breed freely in 
captivity. Their diet consists mostly of 
fruits and insects. 


Reindl said the preserve is un­ 
dergoing 
extensive 
landscape 
renovation in preparation for the 1976 
season. All grassy areas have been 
reseeded and much of the underbrush 
has been cleared, 
to give 
better 
visibility of the animals. 
Kings Island visitors travel through 
Lion Country Safari in air-conditioned 
monorail cars. The tours are ac­ 
companied by guides and last ap­ 
proximately 20 minutes 
Last season four African cheetahs 
and 25 antelope of various species were 
added to the preserve. The animals 
brought in when Lion Country Safari 
opened in 1974 include rhinoceros, 
giraffe, 
hippopotamus, 
elk, 
zebra, 
antelope, ostrich, elephants, and lions. 


Reindle said the tigers and baboons 
will arrive here early in April. 
He formerly was chief game warden 
at Lion Country Safari in Richmond, 
Va.

1782, at 
Gnadenhutten.

The Revolutionary War fighting had 
ended on the Eastern Seaboard with the 
victory at Yorktown in the autumn of 
1781, but it continued for another bloody 
year on the Ohio frontier. 
In the spring of 1782, settlers along 
the western borders of Pennsylvania 
were attacked by roving bands of Ohio 
Indians. The outposts, enraged by the 
massacres of the settlers, raised an 
armed force of Pennsylvanians under 
Col. David Williamson. The force, 
made up of raw, undisciplined volun­ 
teers. was sent into the wilderness to 
seek out the raiders and punish them. 
For some reason Williamson and his 
men headed for the innocent, converted 
Moravian Indians at Gnadenhutten on 
the 
Tuscarawas 
They 
found 
the 


Christian Indians at work in their fields 
and after decoying them to the mission 
settlement, imprisoned them in the 
Council House After this they held 
court and decided by majority vote to 
execute 
the 
entire 
group 
Ninety 
Indians 
were 
killed, 
including 
34 
children, and only two boys escaped to 
warn other Christian Indians at nearby 
Schoenbrunn. 
Said one historian: "The manner in 
which 
the 
unsuspecting 
Christian 
Indians were brutally massacred is 
unequaled in American history; some 
were speared to death, others shot, 
some scalped alive, many clubbed and 
tomahawked.” 
A marble shaft which marks the spot 
bears the inscription, “ Here Trium­ 
phed In Death Ninety Christian Indians 
March 8, 1782.” 


The total cost of Ohio’s old canal 
system was about $16 million for the 788 
miles.

If the two-prong advance is suc­

CINCINNATI (AP) — More cases of 
infectious hepatitis are expected in the 
outbreak at Cincinnati Oakley School.

That question asked by a 
young couple gets a variety of 
answers from people who have 
bought land on a similar basis. 
But they agree that the an­ 
swer depends entirely on why 
you want the land now and 
when you can afford to build 
the house. 
If land is a good investment 
and can be unloaded easily if 
you decide not to build, fine. 
If it was a bargain and gives 
satisfactory meanwhile use — 
camping, 
bird watching or 
whatever or if it is in a location 
that you must be in where land 
is scarce — why not. 
If you can afford to build on 
it within a reasonable time, 
great.

Those are good reasons to 
buy the land, but there are a 
lot of drawbacks to owning it if 
it is just bought to hold until 
you can afford to build many 
years from now, even if the 
taxes are low, these knowl­ 
edgeable people point out. 
For one thing, it is expensive 
to build a house even if you do 
it yourself. In an inflationary 
period how long would it take 
to raise the money for the 
house? 
Land is often bought because 
it is cheap and has con- 
servation-appeal 
but 
young 
people forget they are going to 
use it as a house site, too. Then 
they perhaps need to remove 
trees, build a road, connect 
electricity and so on. The land 
may be in a remote area with a 
beautiful view, uncontaminated 
air, pure water. But to get your 
money’s worth, a house may be 
needed. 
A swamp, marsh or pond 
may be an environmental asset 
attracting 
birds, 
waterfowl, 
little animals, but the big con­ 
sideration must be: is there a 
good site for the house? If it 
must be placed far from these 
attractions so that they will not 
be seen, it may not fulfill the 
aim of a bucolic view after all. 
Towns are eyeing marshes, 
swamps and other watering 
spots. Whereas formerly they 
leveled some of these natural 
wonders into parking lots, they 
are now trying to protect them, 
they say. This means that land 
purchased for building may be 
subjected to scrutiny as town

fathers decide whether the 
house and its septic system and 
so on will be detrimental to 
that choice environment. What 
prevails when the land is 
bought really may be no in­ 
dication of how a town acts to­ 
morrow. 
Laws 
are 
being 
enacted every day. 
Most people agree, too, that 
land prices have remained stat­ 
us quo — there are few bar­ 
gains unless there are some 
drawbacks. If there is a great 
deal of acreage the house no 
doubt will be away from all 
conveniences, including good 
rail transportation. 
Some young people 
have 
made wise investments, holding 
out for some kind of little house 
to go with land. One couple 
managed to get an early dwell­ 
ing in disrepair. They remo­ 
deled it and used it as a mean­ 
while house. After five years 
they can afford to build a small 


house on two other acres of the 
land and already have a buyer 
for the old house they’ve made 
livable. This is an ideal in­ 
vestment that takes careful 
planning. They did make some 
sacrifices, but they had some­ 
thing to build their dreams on 
and their project was debt-con­ 
trolled. 


If two people have scrimped 
for a long time to own a home, 
chances are they will not be 
satisfied indefinitely owning the 
land without a house. Then, too, 
if they find a home they like 
and wish to abandon the land, 
they will need to find a buyer, 
perhaps quickly. It may not be 
easy. 


That may even be the main 
consideration in buying the 
land: could you sell it if you 
wanted to? One good indication 
might be to inquire how long it 
has been on the market. 


Here's the Answer

Q. — Every time I paint — 
and I’ll be doing it again soon 
— the paint coUects in the 
small rim around the top of the 
can. I try to get it out by dip­ 
ping a small brush in it and 
then wiping it on an old news­ 
paper. It never quite succeeds, 
because when I go to use the 
paint again weeks or months 
later, I find that some of the 
paint in the rim has hardened 
and that the cover never was 
really on tight enough. Is there 
some easier and better way to 
handle this? 
A. — When you first open the 
can, punch holes into the rim. 
This has to be done very care­ 
fully so that you don’t knock 
over the can. Some persons 
find it helpful to pour out some 
of the paint before doing this. 
The holes can be punched with 
a hammer and a nailset or 
some other pointed tool that 
will go through metal without 
too much trouble. As you work, 
the paint that collects in the 


rim will fall through the holes 
and return to the can. Then, if 
there are a few drops still in 
the rim, remove them the way 
you have always done.

Q. — I understand that it is 
possible to make flagstones for 
a walkway without buying the 
ready-made stones. Can you 
tell me how this is done’ 
A. — What you actually will 
be making are concrete stones 
that can be used for walking 
on. Dig to about 4 inches. The 
size and shape of the stone de­ 
pends on your preference, but 
make sure the excavation is 
level. Pour in a concrete mix 
and level it off with a wooden 
float. Repeat this operation as 
many times as necessary to 
complete the walkway. There s 
no need to try to make all the 
stones the same size; in fact, 
variations will make the walk­ 
way more interesting. After 
about five or six hours, wet 
down each stone. Do this a 
couple of times a day for sev­ 
eral days. This ‘‘curing” proc­ 
ess will keep the concrete from 
drying out too quickly. 


Q. — One of your readers 
asked about maibleizing wood 
furniture. I have discovered an 
easy method. Brush on the an­ 
tiquing glaze as usual. Lay a 
large piece of plastic, such as a 
laundry bag, over the entire 
surface to be marbleized.

Let’s assume you’re in seven 
hearts and West leads a 
diamond. There seems to be 
nothing much to play and, if you 
are endowed with a happy-go- 
lucky nature, you win the 
diamond with the ace and play 
the A-K of trumps. West shows 
out and you go down one, losing 
a trump trick to East. 
You can of course attribute 
the outcome to bad luck, since 
the odds were about 3 to I 
against losing a trump trick by 
this method of play. But if you

consider the matter more ob­ 
jectively, it turns out that you 
should have made the contract 
by adopting a slightly different 
line of play. 
Instead of playing a trump at 
trick two — which seems a 
normal thing to do — it is better 
to ruff a diamond and then play 
the A-K of trumps. 
When you learn of the 4-1 
trump division, you can now 
take steps to try to eliminate 
East’s seemingly certain trump 
trick. You stop playing trumps 
and instead cash the A-K of 
clubs, lead a spade to the jack, 
ruff a diamond, then play a 
spade to the queen and ruff a 
dub. 
As a result of this series of 
maneuvers, your last three 
cards are the king of spades and 
Q-10 of trumps. Dummy has the 
ace of spades, a diamond and a 
dub; East has the nine of 
spades and J-4 of trumps. 
When you play a spade to the 
ace and lead a diamond or a 
club from dummy, East’s J-4 of 
trumps succumb to your Q-10. 
The success of this method of 
play can be traced back to the 
farsighted play of ruffing a 
diamond at trick two to allow 
for the possibility that East 
might have been dealt four 
trumps to the jack. If you don’t 
take this ruff, you wind up 
leading from your hand instead 
of dummy at trick twelve.

Man finally 


gets medal 


from war 


MANSFIELD, Ohio (AP) - A medal 
earned while flying combat missions 
with the 14th Air Force over China 
more than 30 years ago has finally been 
picked up by a Mansfield man. 
Since his 1945 discharge Robert E. 
Luman had been trying to track down 
the headquarters of the 14th Air Force 
Association, composed of Chi na-Bur- 
ma-India Theater veterans of World 
War II. 
Luman finally got in contact with the 
organization 
through 
a newspaper 
article sent him by his sister in 
Zanesville. The story not only provided 
the whereabouts of the organization but 
revealed the existence of a medal he 
did not know he had qualified for. 
The award—the China War Memorial 
Medal—has become better known as 
the “lost decoration” of World War II. 
It was authorized by the Chinese gov­ 
ernment near the end of the war, but 
the rush to return home apparently 
jumbled the records of those who were 
to receive it. 
Some veterans had notations in their 
service records listing the award, but 
none had ever seen it. 
Last year, after persistent research 
by the veterans organization, the 
medals were distributed to many 
Americans. Luman learned of his 
eligibility through the newspaper ar­ 
ticle. 
Now a sales engineer for Ohio Brass 
Co., the Zanesville native adds the 
Chinese medal to the list of awards he 
earned, including the Flying Cross. 
He plans to attend annual con­ 
ventions of the association, although he 
said he’ll skip this year’s get-together 
which is in Taiwan.

BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - A 
gunman shot and killed an American 
owner of two bars on Bangkok’s main 
entertainment strip over the weekend.

In addition, she has sizable holdings 
in the giant Royal Dutch Shell oil 
company,

Nederland,

commercial bank, and other major 
Dutch companies. 
One financial expert said her private 
fortune must be “ huge.” 
The first big scandal in her reign 
came in the 1950’s, when she and 
Bernhard turned to a faith healer. 
Greet Hofmans, in the hope that she

blind 
youngest daughter. Princess Christina. 
Miss Hofmans became the queen's 
confidante, was reported advising her 
on matters of state and was dubbed the 
Rasputin of the Dutch court. Bernhard 
objected, and there were rumors of 
divorce and abdication. Unconfirmed 
reports said Juliana and her husband 
lived in separate wings of Soestdijk 
Palace for six months, communicating 
only by notes. 
The crisis ended in 1956 with a 
statement from the royal couple that 
they had resolved their differences and 
‘look forward to the future with con­ 
fidence.”

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Washington: 


first in war 


and peace 


When 
the 
news 
of 
George 
Washington’s death on December 19. 
1799 was received. Congress adopted a 
resolution honoring him. ending with 
these now-famous words: 
'A citizen first in war, first in peace, 
and first in the hearts of his coun­ 
trymen.” 
George Wasington was indeed a first 
citizen to the young country that he led 
to victory against the British and later 
led as its first president 
The greatness of this early American 
was not immediately apparent in his 
life The son of a Virginia landowner. 
Washington received erratic schooling, 
his chief education 
being 
in the 
management of his father's holdings. 
He learned the elements of surveying 
at an early age; he was able to plot and 
mea^'ire neighboring fields by the age 
of 14. 
He became a surveyor by profession 
and it was through his surveying trips, 
carrying him into the wilderness, that 
his character was further formed, as he 
developed the resourcefulness 
and 
endurance necessary to surmount the 
rugged journeys 


At 20. he inherited Mount Vernon and 
spent most of the next 20 years living 
the life of a prosperous plantation 
manager, 
in addition to being a 
military adjutant. 


As time went on, Washington became 
more and more active in the military, 
being made commander of Virginia’s 
troops in 17J55, at the age of 23. 
However, he resigned his commission 
in 1758. just before his marriage to 
Martha Dandridge Custis, and aside 
from being a member of the house of 
burgesses. Washington lived in the 
manner of a landowner in the ensuing 
years 


Even though he belonged to the house 
of burgesses. Washington displayed 
little interest in affairs of state But in 
May of 1765. Patrick Henry introduced 
resolutions against the, Stamp Act, 
after which Washington took the side of 
ihe 
Whigs,

He was elected to the first Con­ 
tinental Congress by his 
fellow 
Virginians, and when the Congress met 
in Philadelphia in 1774. Washington 
was dressed in full uniform; indicating 
his attitude toward further attempts at 
petitioning the Crown — to a previous 
revolutionary legislature he had 
declared, i will raise one thousand 
men. subsist them at my own expense, 
and march myself at their head for the 
relief of Boston.” 
Despite this rhetoric. Washington 
was first opposed to independence, but 
he was just as determined not to submit 
to loss of what he termed ‘‘valuable 
rights and privileges .” 
Called upon by Congress to take 
charge of the military forces of all the 
colonies. Washington took command on 
July 2, 1775 of a motley group of 
Yankees His success in forging that 
undisciplined band into a victorious 
army that defeated the British at 
Yorktown in 1781 is a measure of his 
greatness 
His duty done. Washington expected 
to retire once again to his Mount 
Vernon home 
But his valiant and 
brilliant leadership throughout the war 
years made him the unanimous choice 
of 
the 
electors 
in 
peace, 
and 
Washington became the first American 
president on April 30. 1789

Early 
American 
leaders 
saw cotton 
as route to 
economic 
independence 


A number of early American leaders 
recognized that cotton could be an 
inrportant factor in achieving the 
economic independence so essential to 
sipporting this country’s political 
freedom 
In 1776 when the British House of 
Commons was considering repeal of 
tie Stamp Act and questioned whether 
American colonists could clothe 
themselves without aid from England, 
3enjamin Franklin said Virginians 
could 
very well clothe themselves 
with linen and cotton of their own 
raising for the rest of the year ” 
The National Cotton Council points 
out that, largely due to Franklin’s 
influence, a calico printworks was 
established near Philadelphia in 1772. 
It was under the direction of John 
Hew son, who later fought 
in the 
Revolution 
M artha 
W ashington 
personally 
visited the factory and ordered some 
special prints to which her husband 
George later pointed with pride. 
Washington had established a weaving 
house at Mount Vernon as early as 1767 
and the cloth made there for about 25 
neighboring fam ilies included 300 
yards of cotton. 
Alexander Hamilton, who was born 
on a West Indies cotton plantation and 
became the nation’s first treasury 
secretary, believed cotton could be a 
profitable 
com m ercial 
crop 
for 
America and worked to promote its 
introduction 


In 1774, he predicted that several of 
the Southern colonies might one day 
clothe the whole continent. And by the 
following year, the crop’s production 
was sufficient to lead Hamilton to 
suggest that cotton factories be placed 
alongside the cottonfields. 


Thomas Jefferson wrote in 1786 that 
the four southern-most states were 
making a great deal of homespun 
cotton which he described as being “as 
well manufactured as the calicoes of 
Europe ” And that same year, James 
Madison declared there was “no reason 
to doubt that the United States w ill one 
day become a great cotton-producing 
country.” 
Tench Coxe, a Philadelphian who 
was a delegate to the Continental 
Congress and later Assistant Secretary 
of the U S Treasury, did much to en­ 
courage cotton’s cultivation and its 
manufacture. In 1786 he interested 
planters of five southern states in 
cotton cultivation. 


Coxe also operated the nation’s first 
spinning 
jenny 
at 
a 
plant 
in 
Philadelphia which em ployed 400 
women in the spinning and weaving of 
cotton. He is said to have “emptied his 
pockets’’ to import English textile 
machinery and laborers to run the 
equipment Largely at Coxe’s urging. 
Congress imposed a duty of three cents 
a pound on cotton imports in 1789
